Unsuitable Titles 

Altona Councillors in naming certain 
reserves had apparently two aims. One to 
give these reserves suitable distinguishing 
names and two to honour local councillors. 
They succeeded in neither objective. The 
names do not serve the purpose. Generally, 
suitable titles are those of location or special 
feature. Distinguishing service over many 
years by a councillor or citizen may in some 
cases justify the titling of a prominent 
reserve in his name. Such, in the case of 
Grant Reserve finds ready acceptance. The: 
significance of Apex Park is also obvious, 


True, councillors may claim that they 
were but following a precedent .set earlier 
_when reserves were ‘named after foundation 
councillors. However, they have but repeated 
a bad policy. : 

In general the name of the adjoining 
street would have been a sufficient. designa- 
tion for each of the minor reserves. 

As things stand the only reserve other 
than Apex Park lacking a past or present 
councillors name is that of Altona Sports 
Park—the one whose existence is in jeopardy. 


Councillors in general receive little 
thanks for.an arduous job. They deserve to 
be honoured. . That honour does not come in: 
an undistinguished handout to all—or was 
there some special consideration given in 
naming Frazer Reserve. 


Unkind critics might suggest that the 
recent announcement re the naming of 
streets and roads was an indirect cause of 
this action. For it follows street names will 
become too general. 

‘ The only names to stand out can be 
those of parks and «(dangerous thought) 
bridges. ; : : 

We repeat councillors do deserve 
honour—based on their merit and public per- 
formance of duties. We suggest that in the 
next decades, in the notable advance we ex- 
pect in Altona there will be much more fitt- 
ing oportunities to honour councillors as in- 
dividuals—not en bloc. 


It might be fitting for a swimming pool 
ora public hall to be named.after a councillor 
when the council believe they would be sup- 
ported by public opinion in so doing. ° 

' . It might be chastening but also salutary 
for councillors to remember that many citi- 
zens of the greatest worth may never be- 
come councillors. The new Citizenship 

' Award may be appropriate. But the ideal is 
that the highest honour whether it be a 
street name or park or building title or 
what have you should be equally accessible 


to all whom the community desires to honour.

It will be seen that the river 
water sample has high values 
for all characteristics and 
compares unfavourably with 
MMBW tap water. Particularly 
high are the organie nitrogen 
figures and together with the 
high chlorides and total solids, 
indicate water of a very poor 


standard, 
The albuminoid and the 
ammonia nitrogen figures 


are particularly high. (The 
albuminoid -nitrogen content 
gives a rough approximation 
of the amount of organic ni- 


trogen in solution and is 
usually. high in _ polluted 
waters.) 


The water of the Maribyr- 
nong River is approximately 
four times as hard as MMBW 
water and the use in the 
home would considerably in- 
crease difficulty in forming 
a@ lather. 

The sample was not sub- 
jected to bacterial investiga- 
tion but would no doubt be 
exceedingly high in counts, 

We understand that the 
State Rivers and Water Sup- 
ply Commission admits that 
dissolved salts in these waters 
may be in the ‘order of 300 
to 400 PPM, and that filtra- 
tion would probably be de- 
sirable. and that sterilisation 
would certainly be necessary. 

Xt can be seen by these 
figures and these comments 
that such a supply would not 
only be very undesirable, but 
definitely detrimental to both 
domestic and industrial use.

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10 ACRE FARMS OBJECTED 10 [Jam 


IN TOWN PLANNING SCHEME 


Under the proposed Town Planning Scheme 
for the Shire of Werribee the minimum area of a 


farm is 10 acres. 


This was disclosed during a discussion with 
the Town Planners at the last Werribee Council 


meeting. 


The reason given for this minimum of 10 
acres is to stop closer development in farm areas. 


Cr, Smith commented there 

were many farms in Werribee 
South which would not be al- 
lowed under the 10 acre sys 
tem. He considers five acres 
to be a living area in Werri- 
bee South and stated there 
were plenty of farms of nine 
eS, 
‘Cr, Earl said a market gar- 
den of 10 acres would require 
workers with perhaps houses 
for three families. 

He asked if a farmer could 
build a second house for a 
member of his family on a 
10 acre farm. If so, could a 
separate title be issued for the 
land on which the second 
-house is built. The Town 
Planners said this is permit- 
ted and one additional house 
to the farm house can be 
puilt on a quarter acre of 
land and a separate title can 
be issued, 

If the farmer had two or 
three sons and wished to 
build a home for each, what is 








the position then? asked Cr. 
Earl. 

On a 10 acre block they 
can still build two or three 
houses but could only obtain 
a Separate title for one extra 
house. 

This means the sons could 
not own the land on which 
their houses are created said 
Cr. Earl. 

The Town Planners agreed 
this is the case, 

Cr. Earl suggested this 
would lead to people working 
on farms but sleeping in the 
town as overseas. 

Residents and councillors 
had until last Monday, Sep- 
tember 30, to ladge their ob- 
jections to the scheme. 

The Town Planners will re- 
port back on each objection 
to the council, The council 
will make the final decisions 
on the objections, the plans 
will be altered acordingly and 
then be sent on to the Minis- 
ter. 





45 YEAR LOAN OF £100,000 


The allocation of a 45 year loan of £100,000 
as discussed at some length by coun 
recent Werribee Council meeting. The trouble was 
applications by the Ridings for money from the loan 
totalled £190,200. Amounts applied for were West 





£3000, North £10,000, 


£56,200, Central £75,000, and for plant, land and 


tip £30,000. 


The suggested allocation for plant, 


tip was quickly deleted. 


Cr, Hudson considered at, suggested 


least £5000 should be set 
aside for plant to purchase a 
truck or utilities as was con- 
sidered by council some time 
ago, 

Among other councillors it 
was felt that the balance of 
£3700 left in the plant account 
would be adequate for present 
needs. It appears that in the 
near future there would be no 
need for large expenditure on 
-machinery. Cr. Baillie sug- 
ested it would be absurd to 
ut aside money which if al- 
located for plant could not be 
used for any other purpose 
and therefore may lay idle. 

If the need arose the coun- 
cil could apply for another 
loan for plant, d&&c. ' 

Cr, Earl considered it was 
not economical to purchase 
plant with long term loan 
money, he considered the pur- 
chase of land more suitable 
for this type of loan. 

With regard to the munici- 
pal tip, although the present 
tip will not be sufficient for 
the next 12 months, the shire 
engineer (Mr. McCormack) 
could give no estimate for 
a new tip as the Tip Commit- 
tee has not ‘as yet made a 
decision on when and where 
for a new tip. Mr. McCor-. 
mack said he did not know 
the committee’s intentions on 
this matter and could give 
0 help. 

At this juncture the allo- 

cation for plant, land and 

tip was rejected. 

Cr, Jones suggested the loan 
should be allocated to the 
Ridings on a valuation basis. 
If a Riding is allocated more 
than needed the unwanted 
money could be re-allocated 
on 4 valuation basis between 
the other Ridings, 

Cr. Hudson considered the 
money should be allocated on 
a percentage basis on the 
amount applied for by the 
Ridings. 

Cr. Karl asked if the money 
is available for private street 
construction, | 

The shire secretary (Mr. 
Minns) informed councillors 
it could be used for this pur- 
pose but he considered it un- 
wise to take up money on a 
45 years term for use on pri- 
vate street construction, Pri- 
vate streets normally work on 
a 10 year table. 

Mr. Minns discussed this 
matter with the Treasury who

COUNTRY DRIVERS CAN HELP IN ROAD SAFETY 


Country drivers could make a substantial con- 
tribution to safer roads by reducing their speed, the 
chairman of the Australian Road Safety Council (Dr. 
J. R. Dowling) said this week, 

Dr. Darling was announcing the inauguration 
of the council’s Australia-wide campaign against 


excessive speed. 


Dr. Darling said that it was 
unfortunately true that a 
majority of Australia’s road 
deaths occurred outside the 
capital cities. Investigations 
made so far by the council 
had indicated that in most 
cases it was country residents 
who were being killed and 
injured in these accidents. 

Last year, drivers and riders 
travelling too fast for road, 
weather and traffic conditions 
were primarily responsible for 
540 deaths—31 per cent. of 
the total—and 7343 people be- 
ing injured. 

Dr. Darling said that he be-

which is a part of the society. 
Altona children attend Chis- 
lon. 

The constitution of the 
Spastic Children’s Society 
provides that the society will 
take care of all spastic child- 
ren and ultimately all spastic 
adults. The society will also 
set up centres where the coun- 
cil or the society determines 
there is a need for one which 
is found after a survey is 
made. 

There are many children 
in other areas who are not 
catered for—the number is un- 
known because some parents 
are reticent to make the pres- 









ence of spastic children 
known. 
There are 280 children 


catered for at various centres 
under the society’s control. 
If a centre is set up in Al- 
tona, then Altona would have 
to govern their own centre 
within the frame-work of the 
society. 

The Chis-lon group Mwho 
made the initial approach to 
Altona council would like to 
see a Similar type centre to 
their own functioning in Al- 
tona. 5

People living outside ti] 
metropolitan ares of Mel- 
bourne are already paying too 
dearly in additional freight 
charges on almost every item 
they purchase. 

Any additional burdens can 
only accelerate the already 
large numbers of people who 
are leaving provincial and 
rural areas. 

Rather than create greater 
hardship, the Bolte, Govern- 
ment should decrease the cost 
of living to these people by 
reducing electricity charges to 
the same figures charged to 
metropolitan users.
